Acording to the woman's, confession,
Anderson came to her last September
and asked her to represent herself to
be Mrs. Mary A. Griswold, with whom
he sald he was In n real estate dexl
He offered to pay her 316, and for that
sum she went with him to the notary
public, signed a deed in the name of
Mrs. Griswold, made affidavit that she
was Mre. Griswold and acknowiedged
the execution of the deed.

With this deed and coples of it which
he himself forged, Anderson went to
Omaha and sold the property of Mrw,
Griswold to a wealthy citigen. Then
he went to Kansas City, and then to
Chicago, selling the property at each
of the places and sometimes (o sev-
eral purchasers. The amount he fe-
cured was large and he returned here
